[Washingto n Cor. Philadelphia, Times.) 
The most conspicuous literary figure at 
the capital i* George Bancroft, author of 
the only complete history of the United 
States. 
The vonerabie historian is one of 
the few methodical brain-workers 1 have 
ever known. 
He is a living refutation of 
Scott’s assertion “ that no man of genius was 
over an orderly man.” 
lie is a believer in 
the theory that the brain at work is sensi­ 
bly affected by the external objects around 
and in some degree takes its tone from 
them. 
The historian works in a long nar­ 
row room, adorned profusely with histor­ 
ica l paintings. 
From his seat he has a full 
view of his art treasures, 
and frequently 
gar.es a t them as If for inspiration. 
His 
desk is a model of order. 
Instead of */.6eon- 
holes he has numbered hooks, cosTesponing 
with the chapters ho is writing. 
There are 
enough pens bofore him to supply an aver­ 
age college class. 
He uses a paper of pecul­ 
iar color, cut up in largo, almost square 
sheets. 
It is not y ellow, nor y et green, but 
a disagreeably combination of both. 
1 was 
surprised to hear that this poculiar paper is 
necessary to keep up the flow of the histo­ 
rian’s thought» and expression, 
lie has 
oftah said that, with ordinary white patier 
before him, the composition of a single sen­ 
tence was the work of fifteen or twenty min­ 
utes. 
There is also but one kind of pen 
tha t suits him—a largo flat one of English 
make. 
When composing his history , Mr. 
Bancroft sits almost erect, seeming hardly 
to bend his neck, as the pen travels over 
the papor. 
When the pen begins to hesi­ 
tate bo stops work. 
He writes little at ouo 
time, but that little freely . 
The prepara­ 
tory looking over references is done after 
breakfast. 
Next follows a long walk, dur­ 
ing which he silt-» tho evidences, constructs 
the page or chapter mentally , and has its 
outline before his ey es when he begins 
writing which is usually about 4 in the 
afternoon.

HRS. BURNETT— MARK TWAIN. 
Mrs? . Frances Hodgson Burnett, the novel­ 
ist, on the other baud, is an example of a 
mind ovolving ideas, and lingers obediently 
peuning them without regard to external 
circumstances. 
Her work is usually dune in 
the breakfast room, with her children about 
her, prattling and play ing their innocent 
pranks, with the customary noisy accom 
pauimouts. 
Tho children not only do nol 
disturb her, but she even finds a pleasant 
relief iu watching their 
childisa move* 
meats. 
Uulike Bancroft, 
she doesn't ad 
here to one kind of paper through ovou ont 
work. 
It is said tha t nearly every in stab 
meat of “ Through One Administration,'’ 
her last novel iu Tho Century Magazine, wtu 
written on sheets of different sizes an I 
texture. 
A dull pencil 
is her 
favorite 
writing instrument.

I knew Mark Twain when he was a fel­ 
low Washington correspondent, many y ears 
ugo, before “ Innocents Abroad’’ brought 
him fuiuo and fortune. 
1 had opportunities 
to feeo his working habits then, and I hear 
that ho has not materially change I thorn 
since. 
Mark was then writing lottsrs i >r a 
California paper, whlla ut the sun» turn 
planning several gigantic works, 
as b th > 
wont of beginners in the field of letters. 
His room was a perfect chain, 
his t ib i» a 
curiosity in its way . 
On it could 
be oc.iu 
any thing —from soiled manuscript to » .Id 
loots. 
Ho never laid his paper on the taole 
when writ.ug, partly bee.use there w* no 
available 
spaea 
and 
partly 
because 
the 
position 
so 
neces it« tod vs as loo 
much for his lazy 
bones. With both feet 
plunged iu MBS., 
chair tilted bee’; an i 
note book and pencil in hand he did » ill the 
writiu.; I over saw him do. 
An ordinary 
atmosphere would not suillea to set in mo­ 
tion the stream of Mark s ideas.

It had been thought tha t 
mammals might have passed through an 
aquatic and marine stage before they came 
to tho land. 
But ob-ervations of the ana* 
to my of the whale showod that this could 
not have been the casa 
There could be no 
question whatever that tho whale had been 
derived from a four-footed animaL 
It was a characteristic of a mammal to 
have a hairy covering. Whales were at one 
time thought to be au exception, but it was 
shown, iu almost every one tha* had been 
examined, that at soma pariod q f its life it 
must have had a rudimentary covering, 
which was generally found in the neighbor­ 
hood of the upper lip; tha t covering was 
functionless aud often lost before birth. 
Another remarkable feature was tho teeth. 
All the.-e whales were furnisned with a set 
of teeth, rudimentary but complete, and 
not cha rcteristic of the tish, but of a more j 
completely developed land mammal. These ' 
teeth entireiv vanished at an early period, I 
sometimes before birth; and they were on* j 
tiroly functionless.
